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Judging from the varied interpreta- 
tions of this subject, it is reasonable 
assume that there is much specula- 
tion and uncertainty about the rise 


and coming of antichrist. There 
should be, however, some helpful, 
scriptural conclu- 


sion drawn, which 
I shall, by the 
grace of God, try 
to do. 

Text: “Little 
last time: and as 
ye have heard that 
antichrist shall 
come, even now 
are there many 
antichrists; where- 
by we know that it 
is the last time.” 

First, John gives 
us to understand that the Christians 
of his time knew something about 
antichrist, and his coming. Second, he 
points out that there were many 
antichrists already in the world. He 
referred to these as those who “went 
out’’ from the followers of Christ and 
as those who oppose the body of re- 
vealed truth. 


ANTICHRIST KINGDOM 


Must exist in two distinct forms. 
First, before it could counteract 
Christ it must be spiritual. Second, to 
exist and properly function in a mate- 
rial world it must be political. In our 
text and many others we have refer- 
ence to its spiritual existence. This 
phase of the work of antichrist comes 
from the opposition of Lucifer, who 
was‘a reigning prince in the earlier 
creative periods and in the heavenly 
domains somewhere, elsewhere re- 
ferred to as “principalities and pow- 
ers” (Col. 2:15), also as “principali- 
ties, powers, rulers of darkness of this 
world, and of rulers of spiritual wick- 
edness in high places” (Eph. 6:12); 
see also Eph. 1:21; 4:8. These satanic 
powers embodied in antichrist are di- 
rectly opposed to Christ in His sub- 
jective and redemptive work. He is 
the enemy of Christ as the revealed 


Savior of the world. He has opposed. 


both the creative and redemptive 
work of God and of Christ from earlier 
ages, also in the garden of Eden, in 
the deception of Adam and Eve, and 
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children, it is the. 


Che An tichrist 


from the garden unto the present time. 
Antichrist is that “Wicked” mentioned 
by Paul in 2 Thess. 2:8. He is 
that person “who opposeth and exalt- 
eth himself above all that is called 
God, or that is worshipped” (2 Thess. 
2:4). Satan is the originator of “the 
mystery of iniquity” which Paul said 
“doth already work” (2 Thess. 2:7), 
and antichrist is the final champion 
of iniquity in the end of the age. His 
revelation will be in the end time 
(called “his time’’ in verse 6), doubt- 
less when he will seize “the temple of 
God,” in which he will sit to try to 
shew “himself that he is God,” verse 
4. In this manner he will try to divert 
attention from God unto himself to 
the extent of final deception of the 
creation. 
POLITICAL KINGDOM 

While Satan is a spiritual being he, 
like God, seeks to indwell mankind, 
that he may accomplish his work 
through them. He actually indwells 
all unsaved men (2 Tim. 2:26; John 
8:44). He nevertheless must incor- 
porate those human beings in which 
he dwells into a political kingdom. 
This kingdom was in partial manifes- 
tation in Old Testament times. 


FOUR GREAT BEASTS 

Daniel tells us in chapter seven and 
verse two that “the four winds of 
heaven strove upon the great sea’ and 
“four great beasts came up.” Liter- 
ally, the Mediterranean Sea is meant. 
The sea, however, is an imaginary of 
the unorganized mass of mankind. 
The political activity centered around 
the Mediterranean. The “four winds” 
sometimes meant the four points of 
the compass (Jer. 49:36). It is reason- 
able, however, to assume that if the 
“sea” was representative of the mass 
of mankind (Psa. 65:7; Rev. 13:1), 
that these “four winds” were also used 
figuratively. Therefore they likely 
represented “the powers of Satan” 
which indwelt individuals composing 
the nations involved in political strife 
and wars, out from which came the 
four “great beasts’ or kingdoms that 
followed the activities of the “four 
winds.” These anti-Christian king- 
doms were whipped into shape and 
guided in their persecution of God’s 
people by Satan, but here represented 
by the “four winds” (Eph. 2:2). (1)

The first of these “great beasts,” or 
empires, was the Babylonian kingdom, 
(2) followed by the rise of the Media- 
Persians (Dan. 2:39; 7:5). (3) The 
third was Greece under Alexander 
(Dan. 2:39; 7:6; 8:20-22; 10:20; 11: 
2-4), (4) followed by the Roman king- 
dom which was called a world empire. 
The vision was one of the travels and 
travail of the Jews, their persecutions 
and their final triumph and deliver- 
ance into and possession of the king- 
dom which had been promised to 
them. Dan. 13:13, 14. 


THE LITTLE HORN 

The forth kingdom mentioned by 
Daniel had “ten horns,’’ which he 
considered, and among which “there 
came up among them another little 
horn.” In the light of Dan. 7:24 the 
ten horns were kings, which is also 
true of the “little horn,” but he shall 
be diverse from the first—‘and he 
shall speak great words against the 
most High, and shall wear out the 
saints of the most High, and think to 
change times and laws: and they shall 
be given into his hand until a time 
and times and the dividing of time. 
But the judgment shall sit, and they 
shall take away his dominion, to con- 
sume and destroy it unto the end” 
(verse 25, 26). It is quite generally 
agreed that this horn is antichrist, 
and that “the time, times and dividing 
of times” is an identical period in 
agreement with Rev. 13:5, where forty 
and two months are mentioned, which 
in either case constitutes a period of 
three and one-half years. Time, a 
year; times, two years; and half time, 
six months. Forty-two months multi- 
plied by thirty days would equal 1,260 
days or three and one-half years. See 
also Rev. 11:3. The judgment shall sit 
to take away the dominion of this lit- 
tle horn, the final antichrist, perhaps 
fulfilled when Christ will cast the 
beast into the burning lake (Rev. 19: 
20). 

A QUESTION 

The question is often asked, “Who 
is antichrist?” I am frank to say, I 
don’t know. He will come in the end 
of the age. He will come out of the 
old Roman Empire nations, which 
were England, Wales, France, Spain, 
Italy, Belgium, Holland, Loraine,

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German Crimes Against Jews 


The Contemporary Jewish Record 
provides us with the following atro- 
cities against the Jews: 


The death toll for Jews and Poles, 
whom the Nazis were including in 
their extermination of the populations 
of certain districts, reached 3,200,000 
by May 1 of this year, Wladyslaw 
Banaczyk, Minister of Home Affairs in 
the government-in-exile, disclosed on 
July 26, on the basis of figures submit- 
ted by the special statistical depart- 
ment of the underground. Only 140,000 
had been executed by military tri- 
bunals, while 1,800,000 Jews and 1,400,- 
000 Poles were murdered “illegally.” 
Lubin, Krakow and Radom were the 
worst centers of carnage. 

No ghettos remained, said Banaczyk, 
branding as “fictitious” reports in the 
German press of 43 ghettos still in ex- 
istence. This was a ruse to lure back 
the Jews among the 100,000 who have 
fled to the forests. 

On August 11, Polish Labor Fights, 
organ of the Socialist Party, revealed 
that in Treblinka alone, 2,000,000 
European Jews have been killed since 
March, 1942. 


Only 100,000 Jews remained alive in 
the country, mainly in labor camps in 
Galicia, Silesia and Lublin, Geneva 
sources stated on August 19. Some 
3,000 young men were working in the 
coal mines of Upper Silesia, and 5,000 
Jewish tailors were (August 26) in 
Tarnow, working on uniforms. In 
Warsaw, where the ghetto was re- 
ported (July 4) razed to the ground, 
2,000 Jews were said (July 16) to be 
still doing slave labor in German war 
factories. About 25,000 of those de- 
ported from the ghetto were (August 
19) at Camp Berenbostel, near Han- 
over, in Germany.

Popular Moscow Song Praises 
Reds’ Allies 


MOSCOW (AP) —A new sentimental 
ballad, “A Mother’s Prayer,” which 
deals with American and British aid 
to Russia, is being warmly acclaimed 
in Moscow. 

The song first describes an Ameri- 
can mother on her knees in prayer 
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that the gifts she sends to Russia will 
reach a little boy like her own. 

The second verse describes a Brit- 
ish mother also in prayer, hoping her 
gifts will make some Russian lad 
happy. 

Then the third verse tells of a Rus- 
sian boy, who knows little of the 
United States or of Britain, but who 
sings his thanks just the same. 

“I know of Chicago,” he sings, “be- 
cause I’ve eaten sausages from Chi- 
cago packing houses, and I know New 
York because I wear a pair of warm 
stockings from New York.” 

The song ends with a Red Army sol- 
dier singing of American, British and 
Russian mothers praying for Rus- 
sia and working for victory.

Our text suggests that there are 
people spending their money for that 
which is not bread, and labouring for 
that which does not satisfy. We truly 
know that this is the way it is today. 
Many are working, making good 
money, but the sad part of it is they 
are not spending their money 
for bread, and their labour does not 
satisfy. Our text says, “Eat ye that 
which is good, and let your soul de- 
light itself in fatness.” Now this does 
not mean to eat the dainties of the 
natural, but it does mean the best of 
the spiritual. St. John 6:35, “And 
Jesus said unto them, I am the bread 
of life: he that cometh to me shall 
never hunger; and he that believeth 
on me shall never thirst.” John 
6:48-51, “I am that bread of life. 
Your fathers did eat manna in the 
wilderness, and are dead. This is the 
bread that cometh down from 
heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 
and not die. I am the living bread that 
came down from heaven: if any man 
eat of this bread, he shall live for 
ever: and the bread that I will give is 
my flesh, which I will give for the life 
of the world.” I am sure that if we will 
spend more of our money for this 
bread of life, and more of our labors 
for the Lord, we will be fatter in our 
souls than we are today. Just as our 
fathers ate manna in the wilderness 
and are dead, just so will it be today 
with those who are eating things of 
the world, spending the money that 
belongs to God for things to satisfy 
their fleshly desires. We find many 
people who are holding back the 
TITHES that belong to the Lord and 
remodeling homes, buying new cars, 
etc. And we find these people are lean 
in their souls. We find others that 
take out of their wages the house rent, 
coal bills, the grocery bill, and if per- 
chance there be any left the Lord gets 
a TITHE of this meager sum, and 
these are also lean in their souls and it 
is hard to get anything in the church 
to go to suit them. 
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God has a divine plan for us to go 
by, and if we will follow this we will 
be blessed of the Lord. Lev. 27:30, “And 
all the TITHE of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the 
fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: it is 
holy unto the Lord.” Here we have it 
spoken very plainly that all the 
TITHE is the Lord’s and it is holy unto 
the Lord. Now if all the TITHE be- 
longs to the Lord, and it is holy, we 
should give it to the Lord and not use 
that which is holy for unholy pur- 
poses. (Belshazzar got into trouble 
for using the holy things of the 
temple for unholy purposes.) 


Numbers 18:26, “Thus speak unto 
the Levites, and say unto them, When 
ye take your inheritance, then ye shall 
offer up an heave offering of it for the 
Lord, even a tenth part of the 
TITHES.” Here we see that the 
TITHE was given to the Levites, the 
ministers of the temple, and so it is 
today, the ministers are to receive 
the tithe from the people as their in- 
heritance. 


Deut. 14:22, “Thou shalt truly 
TITHE all the increase of thy seed, 
that the field bringeth forth year by 
year.” Neh. 13:9-12. Here we find that 
Nehemiah came to Jerusalem and 
found the house of the Lord forsaken, 
and it grieved him. He cleansed the 
temple and brought the vessels of the 
Lord back into the house of God. 
Nehemiah said, “I perceived that the 
portions of the Levites had not been 
given them: for the Levites and the 
singers, that did the work were fled 
every one to his field. Then contended 
I with the rulers and said, Why is the 
house of God forsaken? And I gath- 
ered them together, and set them in 
their place.” That was a pitiful pic- 
ture, and we think it is terrible for 
the house of God to be forsaken, but 
we can look about us today and see 
the same thing in our churches—the 
portions of the ministers are not given 
to them, and the minister has to work 
to support himself and sometimes give 
of his means to the church to keep 


.the doors open, while the people of the 


church wonder why the churches are 
not crowded out. The thing that is 
lacking is the portion of the Levites 
needs to be given them, and Nehemiah 


to set us in our place. Mal. 3:7-11. 
We find that Israel had backslidden 
for not paying TITHES, and the Lord 
asked them to return unto Him. They 
said, “Wherein shall we return?”

9:6, “He 
which soweth sparingly shall also reap 
sparingly; and he which soweth 
bountifully shall also reap bounti- 
fully.” If we have not received a 
blessing in a long time, then return 
unto the Lord and pay up with Him, 
and He will bless. 


In 1 Kings 17 we find where the 
Lord spoke to Elijah and told him to 
move from the brook, and go to 
Zarephath where He had commanded 
a widow to sustain him. Elijah went as 
told by God. When he arrived at the 
widow’s house she was gathering 
sticks to cook the last meal she would 
ever eat. The prophet told her to bring 
him a drink of water. While she was 
going after the water, he called to her, 
“Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of 
bread in thine hand.” She said, “As 
the Lord thy God liveth, I have not 
a cake, but a handful of meal in a bar- 
rel, and a little oil in a cruse: and 
behold, I am gathering two sticks, 
that I may go in and dress it for me 
and my son, that we may eat it, and 
die.” Elijah said, “Fear not; but go 
and do as thou hast said: but make 
me thereof a little cake first, and 
bring. it unto me, and after make for 
thee and thy son.” Here the 
prophet of the Lord received the first 
of that that the widow thought was the 
last two cakes they would have, but

Based on Acts 2:4 


At the time of this lesson there were 
gathered in Jerusalem Jews, Greek, 
devout men, people from all parts of 
the world for the great day of Pente- 
cost when this very peculiar and sig- 
nificant incident took place. Jesus had 
told the apostles before that, “This 
gospel shall be preached to all the 
world,” and at this particular time He 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
preach the mighty triumphs of God 
to various nationalities of the earth, 
for the disciples of the Lord spoke in 
foreign tongues the wonderful works 
of God and told the people of other 
nations how Jesus Christ was born, 
crucified, buried, rose again the third 
day triumphantly over the grave, 
walked with the disciples forty days, 
ascended back to the Father, for later 
Stephen said he saw Him standing on 
the right hand of God, and Jesus said 
He would send another Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost. Joel had 
prophesied eight hundred years prior 
to this time that God would pour out 
of His Spirit in the latter times, and 
he said, “Your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy.” Now we find 
about one hundred twenty disciples 
unctionized by the mighty power of 
God, speaking in foreign languages to 
those foreign people the wonderful 
works of God. The scripture does not 
give the names of the one hundred 
twenty, so let us conclude that blind 
Bartimaeus was there, and he told 
how Jesus had given him his eyesight; 
and that Mary, out of whom the Lord 
had cast seven devils, told how Jesus 
in His love had forgiven all her sins, 
and now she was pure again; then the 
man with the legion of devils declared 
unto them how he met Jesus when he 
was a wild man in the tombs, and Je- 
sus cast out those demons, put him in 
his right mind and told him to go back 
home and proclaim what great things 
God had done for him; and little Zac- 
chaeus was there telling how he slid 
down out of the sycamore tree that 
day when the joy of salvation came 
to his heart. No doubt, there were 
many others who were proclaiming 
the glad story, telling how God had 
saved them, redeemed them. Their 
eyes were sparkling, their faces aglow 
as they so enthusiastically told their 
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story. 

“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance,” Acts 2:4. Note that this 
was an unknown tongue, so far as the 
Galileans were concerned, or, that is, 
they all spoke in Syriac, a dialect of 
the Hebrews, and there were eighteen 
different nationalities gathered at Je- 
rusalem for Pentecost. These disciples 
spoke at least eighteen different lan- 
guages for they said, “How hear we ev- 
ery man in our own tongue wherein 
we were born?” Then about one hun- 
dred twenty of the Galileans were 
gathered in an upper room, perhaps 
that of Doctor Luke, or it may have 
been in the upper room of the temple, 
we don’t know just where, but this we 
do know, they were carrying on a con- 
tinuation of meetings until about the 
third hour of the day, being nine 
o’clock, when suddenly as a rushing 
blast of wind the gift of God came 
from heaven as Jesus had promised 
He would send. Matthew 3:5, “Then 
went out to him Jerusalem, and all 
Judea, and all the region round about 
Jordan, and were baptized of him in 
Jordan, confessing their sins.” 

John declared unto them that they 
must repent, then he baptized them, 
showing an outward demonstration of 
the remission of their sins, and he 
further said, “He that cometh after 
me is mightier than I, ... he shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire.” On the day of Pentecost 
they were all assembled in one place 
and suddenly they were baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and fire, Acts 2:2, 
“And it filled all the house where they 
were sitting.” There were gathered to- 
gether about one hundred twenty, and 
not just the eleven as some would 
have you believe, and I shall prove to 
you that they received the gift of the 
Holy Ghost as the Lord Jesus said, “I 
will pray the Father, and he will send 
you another Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost.” 

While Peter was preaching that won- 
derful sermon, they cried unto him 
and the rest of the apostles, and said, 
“Men and brethren, what shall we 
do?” Then Peter said unto them, “Re- 
pent and be baptized, every one of you

in the name of Jesus Christ for th@®> 


remission of sins and you shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Note, they 
were not to be baptized into the gift, 
or repent into the gift, or join the 
Church into the gift, but the first 
thing they were to do was to repent 
of their sins, and then they were to 
be baptized, showing that they had 
repented as John had declared, “Bring 
forth meat fruit for repentance.” 

Verse 39, “For the promise is unto 
you, to your children, and to all that 
are far off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” Note to whom the 
promise is. The disciples had already 
received the promise of the blessed 
Holy Ghost, then the apostle declared 
it was for those to whom he was 
preaching, and to the next generation, 
and to all that were afar off, even as 
many—here he emphasizes the fact— 
as many as the Lord God shall call, 
and the Scripture says He called all 
to repentance and willed not the 
death of any. 

They had mockers in those days and 
there are still plenty jeering and 
mocking today. They said of the Lord 
Jesus that, “He hath a devil,” that He 
cast out devils by the prince of Beel- 
zebub, and He was a winebibber, and 
now they are accusing His disciples 
of being drunken on sweet wine, so 
let us who are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost count those as light afflictions. 

In the eighth chapter of the Acts, 
Philip went down to the City of Sa- 
maria and preached Christ unto them 
and the people gave heed concerning 
the things which Philip preached con- 
cerning the kingdom of God and Jesus 
Christ. Now when they believed they 
were baptized, both men and women, 
and Philip didn’t baptize the eleven 
apostles here either. I don’t believe 
that Philip was baptizing a crowd of 
liars, drunkards, gamblers, and hypo- 
crites, but he was baptizing both men 
and women who had made themselves 
ready by repenting of their sins, for 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. The apos- 
tles who were at Jerusalem heard that 
Samaria had received the Word of 
God. That brings us to the scripture 
where Christ says, “Ye shall know the 
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@eput grow in grace, and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
sus Christ,’ II Peter 3:18. 


Those words came from the pen of 
a man who most assuredly was a 
living epistle of the truth contained in 
them. How often we comment on the 
marvelous transition in the life of 
Peter, especially from the betrayal of 
his Lord to the memorable day of 
Pentecost when he spoke with such 


@ @ boldness to the multitudes at Jerusa- 
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lem. AS we observe the life of Peter 
through the epistles, we see how his 
life reveals advancement. He was an 
old man when he wrote this epistle. 
He was also nearing the day of his 
martyrdom when his life must be 
given for Jesus’ sake. 

The exhortation to grow in grace 
and knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ is preceded by a 
warning to beware lest “you fall from 
your own steadfastness.” Therefore, 
we conclude that a safe preventative 
for backsliding is growth. Oftentimes 
people imbibe erroneous ideas that if 
they receive certain definite exper- 
iences such as conversion, sanctifi- 
cation, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, visions or healings, they have 
reached a zenith and that other less 
outstanding happenings in life will 
not contribute much to their 
spiritual welfare. The danger of such 
a philosophy is that one’s experience 
will become a historical record rather 
than an up-to-date, vibrant reality. 
The extent of our Christian experience 
cannot be set by an unalterable, uni- 
versal line. The person who believes 
that conversion includes the sum to- 
tal of his religious experience and 
that his fears of being lost are forever 


e gone, can too easily settle down to a 


drab life of inactivity. It is true that 
our Lord has been pleased to give us 
the most wonderful truths at the 
very outset of our Christian life. What 
can ever compare with actually 
receiving Jesus as our Savior or re- 
ceiving the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost? Those truths will always be 
outstanding in our memories. All our 
Christian activities should be focused 
toward one central theme—Jesus. 
But one will lose much by minimizing 
the everyday experiences that we 
all will go through. The truth of our 
text can be illustrated by our 


@ 


making personal acquaintances in this 
present world. Usually we do not dis- 
cover all there is to know about a 
person the first or second time we 
meet him or her. It takes time to 
full appreciate people; so it is with 
Jesus. My friends, it is wrong to meet 
Him at the cross and just say, “Howdy, 
Jesus,” and fail to make further in- 
quiry about Him. The beauty of His 
character becomes more blessed by 
continued relationship with Him. It 
is logical to believe that a person 
should be a _ better and greater 
Christian after several years of as- 
sociation with Christ and the church 
than he was at conversion. When 
people bemoan the fact that they were 
better Christians when they were 
first saved than they are today, there 
is evidence that their growth has been 
stunted. An eighth grade student in 
school should have gained a store- 
house of knowledge that will premit 


him to appreciate things in life that a, 


child in the first grade could not pos- 
sibly value. It is very probable that 
the older student still uses the basic 
principles he learned in the first 
few grades, but who would trade that 
wealth of knowledge the other years 
of school work have given him? “The 
unsearchable riches of Christ” will 
constantly be poured out on the per- 
son who grows in grace. 


There are some indispensable con- 
ditions that must be met before one 
can grow in grace. We do not de- 
velop spiritually as we do physically— 
without any conscious effort. The 
first essential requirement is to be 
consecrated to God to the limit of our 
present knowledge. Some people think 
growth in grace means dropping off 
a sin now and then as time goes on. 
A person absolutely has no grace as 
long as there is known sin in the life! 
How can a person have the favor 
(grace) of God with open rebellion 
against Him in the heart? Impossible! 
Our consecration must always be in 
accordance with the light we have. 
That leads us to say our knowledge 
must be increased if we are to grow 
in grace. We gain this knowledge 
through prayer, study of the Word and 
other Christian literature, and the 
school of experience. The person who 
is alert can find Jesus in many va- 
ried places Christ is always desirous 


to reveal the riches o1 His grace to us, 
and the more intimate we become 
with Him the more fragrant our lives 
will be. As soon as we become inter- 
ested enough to seek Him, we shall 
find Him. That reveals another con- 
dition of growth—heartfelt desire to 
grow. Conscious effort is indispensa- 
ble! Our Lord does not pour out His 
blessings on an indifferent soul. Our 
minds and hearts cannot be filled 
with worldliness and yet expect God 
to fatten our souls with spiritual 
grace. The persistent person, the one 
who is faithful “in season and out of 
season,” is the soul that will reveal 
spiritual growth as the years go by. 
Another condition of growth in grace 
is a more implicit trust in the Lord 
and less responsiveness to the dictates 
of the flesh. The more sensitive we 
become to the “still small voice” of 
God, the better position we are in to 
advance with Him. If we can absolute- 
ly believe that “all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love the 
Lord,” it makes it so much easier to 
meet the ups and downs of life with- 
out being moved from our moorings. 
When our fleshly nature would storm 
against the law of our mind, the trust- 
ful soul can say to it, “Peace, be still,” 
and the inner man will have oppor- 
tunity to develop. 


There will always be evidence that 
people have grown in grace. The 
people will know it without your 
telling them. I would like to mention 
a few things that reveal growth in 
grace. It will be impossible to men- 
tion all of them because our natures 
are so diversified that one person re- 
veals growth in one way and another 
in a different way. Ordinarily adverse 
things in life disrupt people’s minds 
and it is easy to grumble and com- 
plain. A person who has been in the 
habit of complaining at every little 
unpleasant occasion that arises will 
reveal growth in grace when he can 
be calm and smile when things are 
going against him. Another evidence 
of growth in grace is the attitude we 
take toward our fellow Christians. It is 
a characteristic of carnal humanity to 
behold the motes in the other fellow’s 
eye while they do not see the awful 
traits in their own nature. It is so in-

“Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm your- 
self likewise with the same mind: for 
he that hath suffered in the flesh hath 
ceased from sin,” 1 Peter 4:1. 

“Let this mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesus,” Phil. 2:5. 

“For to be carnally minded is death; 
but to be spiritually minced is life and 
peace,” Romans 8:6. 

The admonition set forth in the 
above scriptures presents a challenge 
and calling to those who would attain 
their height in the order of God. 

The mind is a glorious fountain of 
knowledge, a gift of God, a model 
likeness of our great Creator, a mani- 
festation of His love and interest in 
us, His creatures. It is the conception 
room which has provided every- 
thing both visible and invisible. Life 
itself had origin in the mind of God. 
The gardens, trees, fruit, the animals, 
the mountains, the plains, the deserts, 
the oceans, the harbors, etc., are all 
the product of the mind of God. 

Man has followed to produce, by the 
use and power of mind, towers, 
bridges, dams, houses, powerful 
mechanical inventions, labor-saving 
devices, the attainment of art and 
sculpture, telephone, and radio, and 
innumerable devices known and used 
by man today owe their origin to the 
power of mind. 

Argument is needless to establish 
the virtues of the mind. From child- 
hood we have witnessed maimed and 
distorted physical bodies who were 
happy and useful people. Many suffer 
the loss of a hand or both feet, the 
loss of sight or hearing and in some 
instances the loss of both hands and 
both feet; still, they were able to do 
and enjoy useful work. But when a 
person suffers the loss of mind he is 
immediately rendered incapable of 
usefulness to himself and others. Im- 
mediately he must be isolated from 
active society and become the greatest 
object of physical pity and loss. How 
appreciative we should be for this 
God-given faculty, the mind. 

Students, psychologists, and medical 
science have spent much patient 
effort and research to analyze and 
define the functioning process of 
the mind. Some they have concluded 
to be mechanically-minded, some 


professionally-minded, some _ in- 
dustrially-minded, some artistically- 
minded, some musically-minded, etc. 

The Scripture classifies two groups— 
carnally-minded and _ spiritually- 
minded. A new creation embodies a 
new mind also, transformed by the re- 
newing of your mind. The mechanical 
mind, the industrial mind, the pro- 
fessional mind, the artistical mind, 
the musical mind, etc., all respond to 
the virtue of Him who wore the seam- 
less garments. “To make in himself 
of twain one new man so making 
peace,” Eph. 2:15. “Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture: old things are passed away; be- 
hold, all things are become new. And 
all things are of God.” 

Then and then only will man 
comply to the desire of God set forth 
in the scripture text. Then and then 
only will man cease doing the things 
that please self and do the things 
that please God. Then and then only 
will self-justification cease and man 
will be able to see himself as God sees 
him. “Except a man be born again he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” The 
first man is of the earth earthly and 
will remain as such until he is born 
from above. 

It seems very evident that the 
present world conflict will bring new 
and varied problems and responsibil- 
ities to the Church of God. The great- 
er part of the number serving in our 
armed forces take their leave under 
the blessing of some clergyman and 
are supplied with a _ pocket-size 
Testament. Multitudes are faithfully 
praying and consistently living for 
their protection and safe return. The 
daily publications and periodicals are 
given freely of their time and space in 
the publication of testimonies of 
divine deliverance from disaster and 
death, which renders us very humble 
before God in appreciation and 
thanksgiving; however, many such 
testimonies are given in terms and 
attitude which leaves but little doubt 
that the individual has been but the 
recipient of the boundless mercy of 
God and as yet has given but little 
thought to a life of consecration and 
service, which is so extremely neces- 
sary from a standpoint of both 
testimonial influence and divine ap- 


proval. These men need the assistance 
and support of a Spirit-filled and 
praying church. They will return with 
an experience in the power of de- 
liverance from physical death. This 


will have an influence upon their lives 


and attitude toward God. Some will 
favorably respond to the great work 
of spiritual rehabilitation entrusted cs 
the church. Some, of course, will 
imitate the attitude of the “nine 
cleansed lepers” who failed to return 
to give glory to the one who had done 
so much for them. At any rate, it is 
to be a most busy time for earnest 
Christians, who have the mind of 
Christ and desire to exercise them- 
selves in useful words and deeds. May 
we be able to help them to a scriptural 
experience of the new birth and a 
transformed life by the washing of 
regeneration and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost. 

The scripture in Romans, first 
chapter, speaks with contempt of 
them who hold the truth in un- 
righteousness, because when they 
knew God they glorified Him not as 
God. Every manifestation of God’s 
love and mercy carries with it a re- 
sponsibility. The personal ordeals 
through which a multitude of people 
are being forced, together with world- 
wide association of faith, practice, and 
varied personal experiences, are de- 
signed to influence individual con- 
viction and place upon the church the 
greatest responsibility ever yet known. 
It is here that the great and funda- 
mental truths of salvation must be 
clearly and lovingly revealed, the 
church must and will remain the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth to direct 
awakened souls into the harbor of 
safety and the fulfillment of God’s 
eternal plan through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. “Arm yourself likewise with the 
same mind, for he that hath suffered 
in the flesh hath ceased from sin.”

when she obeyed there was meal and 
oil to last the duration of the famine, 
also her son was restored to life. If 
people today would obey God and 
give the TITHES to the preacher first, 
the Lord would do wonders for us; 
there would be meat in the Lord’s 
house; the preacher would not have to 
leave the house of God; the house of 
God would not be forsaken. 

In 1 Sam. 15:22 we are told that to 
obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams.

27:31, “And if a man will at 
all redeem his tithes, he shall add 
thereto the fifth part thereof.” If some 
people would just pay up the twenty 
percent interest on the TITHES they 
have used, or borrowed, it would 
please God, and help many a strug- 
gling preacher.

This is 
territory over which the ten kings will 
reign. Ten is an original number and 
may represent a greater number or 
this territory of the old Roman Em- 
pire may finally be reduced to just 
ten kings.

Germany be- 
longs with Russia and other northern 
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nations. See Ezekiel 38 chapter. Ger- 
many will doubtless make a military 
alliance with Russia and plan fur- 
ther devastation when opportunity 
presents. On the other hand, Italy 
belonged with England, France, etc. 
When this war is over Italy will be 
back in the latter group and Germany 
will be seeking a new alignment. 
Writers who have named Hitler the 
antichrist have overstepped the 
boundary from which antichrist is to 
arise.

truth, and the truth shall make you 
free.” Then Peter and John went down 
and prayed for them that they might 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
“But, wait a minute now,” says some- 
one, “I thought it was for the apostles 
only.” In this chapter we find that the 
people of Samaria received the Holy 
Ghost. While Simon Peter was living 
at Joppa with one Simon the tanner, 
he had a vision and there upon the 
housetop that day God showed him 
that the Holy Ghost was for the Gen- 
tiles as well as for the Jews. Oh praise 
God, when Jesus Christ was upon the 
cross He cried out, “It is finished.” 
What was finished? The redemptive 
plan to make both the bond and free, 
the Jew and Gentile all one people, for 
the veil in the temple was rent in 
twain or, as one translator says, was@® 
torn down through the middle, and Je- 
sus Christ entered into the Holy of 
holies and offered Himself once and 
for all. Now the Lord said unto Simon 
Peter, “Go over to the centurion’s 
house, the Gentile, the man of the 
Italian band.” I think we should take 
special notice here as to the kind of a 
man he was. He was a man who 
prayed always, or continued in prayer, 
and one who gave much alms or of- 
ferings insomuch that the angel said 
unto him, “Thy prayers and thine alms 
have come up for a memorial before 
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God.” 

I know that salvation is free and the 
gift of the Holy Ghost is free arfd is 
not to be purchased with money, as 
Simon the sorcerer tried to buy it in 
the eighth chapter of the Acts, but 
there are a lot of people who are so 
tight they won’t give a dime in the 

ollection, yet they will go to church 

and many times are the biggest shout- 
ers in the church. If anything comes 
up before the Lord for a memorial 
that they have done, it will be their 
shouting, and certainly not their tithes 
and offerings, as was of this devout 
man. One preacher told one of those 
fellows who didn’t believe in paying 
his tithes and helping in the church, 
“The only difference between you and 
the thief on the cross is that he was 
a dying thief and you are a living 
one.” Will a man rob God? You may 
think that I am off my subject but I 
am not. I bring out these points to 
show you the kind of people who re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost. No 
swindler, no cheater, no happy-go- 
lucky, lukewarm, formal professor will 
ever receive the Holy Ghost. 

Now as Peter preached to the house 
of Cornelius, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all those that heard the Word. And 
how do we know that they received 
the Holy Ghost? Acts 10:46, “For they 
heard them speak with tongues and 
magnify God.” Then answered Peter, 
“Can any man forbid water, that these 
should not be baptized, which have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost as well as we?” 
Note, he said, “As well as we.” These 
Gentiles spoke with tongues as the 
apostles had done and received the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, and they had 
not yet been baptized in water, so you 
see, my friend, there is a vast differ- 
ence in being baptized in water and 
calling that the gift of the Holy Ghost 
and really receiving the Holy Ghost, 
the third person in the Trinity, for the 
gift doesn’t come through the baptism 
in water. 

In riding the bus from Nashville to 
Memphis, the writer was talking with 
a person on religion, and I said, “Now 
you be honest with me and I shall 
with you.” We were talking about this 
very scripture. I said, “You know about 
this scripture, where He told them to 
be baptized in water, don’t you?” This 
person was very familiar with the 
scriptures on water baptism and 


thought you could have your sins 


washed away in some pool, lake, or 
river, and that was all the Holy Ghost 
you would ever get. Then I said, “You 
knew about water baptism all right; 
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you knew that Cornelius and his house 
were baptized in water.” “Sure,” was 
the reply, “I know about that.” “But 
you didn’t know that they had already 
received the gift of the Holy Ghost and 
spoke with tongues as had the apostles 


on the day of Pentecost.” “No,” said 
the person, “I didn’t know that.” 

I told you in the beginning of this 
discourse that I would prove that oth- 
ers had and would receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost as did the apostles on 
the day of Pentecost. Now listen to 
Peter in the eleventh chapter and fif- 
teenth verse as he rehearses the meet- 
ing at Cornelius’ house. “And as I be- 
gan to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on 
them, as on us at the beginning.” As 
on whom? The hundred and twenty in 
the upper room, that’s who. Verse 16, 
“Then remembered I the word of the 
Lord, how that he said, John indeed 
baptized with water, but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost.” Verse 
17, “For as much then as God gave 
them the like gift as he did unto us 
who believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
what was I that I could withstand 
God?” 


There are many professors today 
who would have you take education 
for religion, philosophy of men for re- 
ligion, rituals, etc., and they would put 
their little toothpick brain against 
that of the great Eternal, close their 
eyes to the truth and their hearts to 
the gospel, sear their consciences over 
and come up on that great eternal day 
and find that they have been trying 
to withstand God. I’m so glad; oh, I’m 
so glad that He said, “Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free,” and about twenty years ago 
I gave my heart to the Lord and Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ, repented of my sins, 
and later He baptized me with the 
good Holy Ghost. Peter said it was for 
as many as the Lord God would call, 
and He called me and I repented, and 
He gave me the blessing.
